OWNED LANDS 


In addition to the hundreds of 
thousanda of acres of privately own- 
ed “wild lands” in the northern part 
ef the stute, unfenced and on which 
the public is o¢ excluded from hunt- 
ing, the state owns moro than 1,500,- 
000 acres in the counties epen te deer 
hunting and which are open to public 
hunting. 

Figures issucd by the Department 
of Conservation show 1,651,668 scres

With the excep- 
tion of these special areas aj] the 
state owned land is open to the 
public for ‘hunting purposes. 

In the upper peninsula are 882,499 
acres of publicly owned lands and in 
the lower peninsula, 769,218 acres, 
giving an area of 2,580 aquare miles 
of Janda owned by the state on which 
the public may hunt.
